Secret Library Talks Up Wages 121. % 


Annual salary negotiations, con- 
ducted away from the view of the 
public and with a press blackout as 
to proceedings, have resulted in a 
12% per cent boost in salary for 
employees of the Placentia Library 
Distritt. 

Formalization of the new contract 
is expected at the next meeting of 
the Library Board of Trustees on 
Thursday night, June 10. 

The library employees, who have 
been affiliated with the Orange 
County Employees Association 
since last year, the same 
organization that serves City Hall 
workers, accepted the ‘‘final’’ 
trustee offer Friday. 

At the time, both Library Director 
David Snow and Mrs. Irene 


Czaplinski, 
attendance at a library conference in 
Sacramento. President of the 
trustees, Victor Michel, is out of the 
city on vacation and not available for 
comment. The board has no vice 
president. 

Mrs. Kathryn McKnight, secre- 
tary of the board, the only other 
trustee officer, said that she was 
unsure as to whether the board had 
legally been required to conduct’ 
the negotiations without any 
announcements to the public or 
whether it was done by choice. 

“But it was certainly much 
pleasanter this way,’’ she reported. 

Last year library employees, 
newly joined with OCEA, received a 
1S per cent salary increase. 


a trustee were in. 


However, the press and public were 
informed of events in the 
negotiations by the employees. 


‘*We do not plan on going to the~ 


public ‘every year,’’ James G. 
Harker, OCEA, chief negotiator for 
the library employees, stated. ‘‘We 
don’t think that’s a good tactic.” 

Library Director Snow said that 
the library trustees decision to keep 
all the negotiations secret and away 
from the press and the public ‘‘was 
perfectly legal,’’ and had been 
conducted that way through the 
years. 

Also participating in the decision 
was Mrs. Virginia Farmer, then a 
trustee of the library and now on the 
Placentia City Council. 

Snow quoted from the Brown Act 


which permits executive sessions in 
connection with consultations and 
discussions with employee organiza- 
tions representatives. 

The law is not mandatory but 
states ‘‘a legislative body of a local 
agency may hold executive sessions 
with its designated representatives 
prior to and during consultations 
and discussions with representa- 
tives of employee organizations 
regarding the salaries, salary 
schedules or compensation paid in 
the form of fringe benefits of 
employees in order to review its 
position and instruct its designated 
representatives.’’ 

Snow agreed that there is nothing 
in the law that prevents library 
trustees from informing the press 


and the public of what is taking 
place, thereby permitting public 
input if the public so desires, ‘‘but 
the trustees decided not to do that.’’ 

Negotiators for the board were 
Snow and principal librarian Sal 
Addotta, both of whom are on public 
salaries. 

Information from the employees 
negotiating revealed this week that 
their first demands, through OCEA 
were for a variety of raises for 
employees. 

‘‘The Association requests that a 
salary increase be granted for each 
classification in an amount equal to 
the percentage required to increase 
wages in Placentia to that of the 
average of all libraries in the County 
of Orange. In no event shall this

SOCIAL ELEMENT 
GENERAL PLAN 
REVISITED 


The city of Placentia is_ still 
without a Social Element for the 
city’s General Plan through 1988. 

Placentia City Council members 
hearing a presentation of the 
proposed document Tuesday night, 
suggested such things as word 
changes. Councilwoman Virginia 
Farmer spoke of submitting the 
document to a study session. 

‘Certainly the policies and goals 
are commendable and worthwhile 
and very necessary. The concern 
that I have with the element, ‘‘Mrs. 
Farmer stated, ‘‘is that if we 
formulate our language in such 
positive terms that some layman 
picking it up and not understanding 
our intent...would say you are not 
doing what you should be doing. 
And perhaps at that point in time, 
the city council may not find the 
funding for these programs but can 
do it later and then can implement it. 

‘*My suggestion is that we simply, 
in my terms, liberate the language 
and move it from a narrow verb to a 
more permissive verb,’’ Mrs. 
Farmer concluded. 

Councilman Donald Holt men- 


tioned overlapping services. 

The vote was unanimous to 
continue study on the document. 

Of concern to observers however, 
is the city’s reluctance to get on the 
track and stay on it. The pressing 
social service needs of the entire city 
is what this document is expected to 
contain, and how these will be dealt 
with for the next 12 years. 

We were a little surprised at the 
staff presentation to the City Council 
Tuesday night. 

The correlation between economic 
problems and education level was 
emphasized. A nationwide study 
was referred to describing that 20 
per cent of students who graduate 
from high school are not learning 
proper skills, and not learning to 
read or write. 

Fred West, Director of Placentia 
Social Services, said that he believes 
that it is important that we begin 
focusing on using resources that will 
increase the level of education for 
Placentia residents ‘‘because of this 
correlation that exists between 
education and income.”’ 

‘‘We believe that if we are going 
to begin to turn things around, we 
must begin to work much more 


closely with our school system in 


identifying at an early level, children 
that are not doing well in school.’’ 

West then quoted that in six 
of eight census tracts in the city, the 
median income ranges from $15,000 
a year to over $20,000. Two areas 
report family incomes around $9,000 
a year. 

‘This is not a one year program. 
This is a long range concern,’’ West 
outlined. 

West proposes to ‘‘work more 
effectively with the school system, 
involved with counseling and with 
parents. 

‘I think there is a big challenge 
before us to link up more effectively 
with the school systems, to improve 
the skills that children are learning 
through the schools and other 
agencies which will also down the 
road reduce the need for many 
services that are currently available 


today.”’

teachers, requested an answer to the 
group’s ffirst proposal which 
includes request for roughly a 14 per 
cent Salary raise amounting to about 
$2.3 million. 

‘These teachers are visiting the 
board because they are frustrated, 
concerned and questioning,’’ John- 
son pointed out. 

‘‘Today we must reconsider our 
priorities and agree on what is in the 
best interest of children, patrons, 
parents and all employees and agree 
that a contract that is fair and 
equitable should be sought without 
delay.”’ 

William Cook, a PUSD parent, 
who has spoken to trustees before in 
protest of teacher demands, stated 
Monday night: ‘‘Recently it has 
been my enlightening experience to 
read the PUEA proposed master 
contract in its entirety. I was 
shockedg and dismayed at the 
apparent complete disregard for 
fiscal responsibility expressed on its 
pages. 

“Understanding that that is just 
the starting point, I was still amazed 
that teachers in the district would 
seek to obtain so many costly 
benefits. 

“I can only compare the proposed 
contract to the Christmas list of a 
child who does*not understand how 
or where support comes from. In this 
case the benefactor who is being 
asked to provide the all expenses 
paid good life for the teachers is the 
increasingly burdened taxpayer, 
who on the average works 49 or 50 
weeks a year, at least 8 hours a day 
not counting Junch and who in most 
cases pays for a portion of what 
insurance he can afford. 

“If the average working person 


were to ask for all the time off the 
teachers now enjoy, not to mention 
the additional time they are asking 
for, he would at least be laughed at 
and possibly dismissed,’’ Cook 
concluded. 

Teachers in their first demands, 
besides the salary increases, are 
seeking additional days of paid leave 
and a full dental and orthodonture 
plan in addition to present health 
benefits. 

PUEA also is asking an agency 
shop concept in which all teachers

Representing them was Frederick 
Aguirre, Fullerton attorney, who 
began some of the controversy with 
a letter presented to council 
members stating that Placentia 
Police Chief Norman Traub had 
reported ‘‘that according to police 
records, no arrests had been made at 
the premises and no complaints had 
been received regarding the 
restaurant since its inception in 
March, 1974. 

“In addition, he stated,’’ the 
letter read, ‘‘the Police Department 
would have no objection to the sale 
of beer and wine on the premises.”’ 

The inclusion brought complaints 
from two businessmen directly 
across the street from El Farolito 
Restaurant, who told of seeing 
police cars at the establishment. 

Otto Bixler, owner of the Kazoo, a 
teenage dress shop directly across 
the street, stated concerning the 
police arrests. ‘‘That’s not to say 
that the police haven’t had to be 
called. We have witnessed the police 
coming there for a disturbance 
including an injury disturbance. 

“IT would think it would be in the 
record where somebody had his 
head split open fighting there.’’ 

Bixler objected to the estabish- 
ment as being a ‘‘congregating 
place for young men and not a family 
restaurant. People don’t come and 
goa lot,’’ Bixler added. ‘‘They come 
and sit around, stand around on the 
sidewalk and talk. They do not seem 
to be behaving as someone who just 
came for a family meal. And I don’t 


increase be more than 20 per cent for 
any classification,’’ the letter read. 

Employees also requested an 
exchange in holidays, the day after 
Thanksgiving for Lincoln’s Birth- 
day. 

Other items were that employees 
receive time and a half for Sunday;

Mayor Pro Tem William Rash- 
ford, inquiring of Chief Traub for an 
explanation was told: ‘‘We checked 
the file relative to incidents at that 
location and we have none reported 
in the master index file. We may 
have had a call that was not recorded 
but we have no information. We 
checked with personnel and they all 
indicated that that location has not 
been a problem to us.”’ 

Asked later if it was not unusual 
for an attorney to have a report from 
the Police Chief regarding a matter 
to come before the city council, 
instead of the information being 
delivered directly to the council as a 
staff report, Traub said that it was

That $15 Fee Still With Us 


Placentia’s $15 inspection fee 
which a property owner is obliged to 
pay when he sells his home, may 
become like death and taxes...in- 
evitable. 

Some members of the Placentia 
City Council have expressed their 
disenchantment with the local 
requirements which also can include 
inspection fees for such items as new 
water tanks, dishwashers, air 
conditioning additions, garage door 
openers and lawn sprinklers. 


However, Mayor Pro Tem 
William Rashford, appointed a 
committee of one by Mayor George 
De Jesus to further investigate the 
possibility of eliminating the tax did 
not bring back very heartening news 
to the city council meeting Tuesday 
night. 

Rashord explained that he had 


gone over the records with staff and 
“‘an average case would be about $7 
(in addition to the $15 inspection fee) 
and a fee over $30 would be rare.’’ 

He also described safety consider- 
ations. 

Ben Minamide, Director of the 
city’s Community Development 
Department explained:‘‘It is a 
disclosure act, consumer oriented, 
but serving the dual purpose of 
keeping our existing housing stock 
up to code. It’s a positive thing for 
our housing stock.”’ 

The council took no rescinding 
action.

Your article on the Social Element 
of the Placentia General Plan shows

Voicing an opinion such as you 
have done will encourage the local 
governments to ‘‘tell it like it is’’. As 
always you have been helpful in your 
comments. 

Bureaucratic documents can be 
made understandable, if not 
entertaining, if that objective is 
defined at the onset. This year’s 
brdget seems to be a good example 
o1 a complex issue made readable. 
Frank Dunnavant and his staff 
deserve the credit for a job well 
done, but also my favorite letter 
writer, Jo, should get some credit for 
suggesting that. Even (ex) Mayor’s 
wives have a difficult time reading 
budgets. (See following letter). 


With regard to your article on the 
Ontiveros adobe, and the desire of 
the Orange County Historical 
Society in preserving it: Dr. David 
Messenger and the Placentia- Yorba 
Linda Heritage Society were 
interested in the Ontiveros adobe 
back in ’67 or 68 as I recall and did 
some background research. A 
couple of things came out of the 
research: one, in order to meet

continually upgraded codes, the 
Ontiveros adobe, although original- 
ly historically significant, has been 
refitted and modified so many times 
that it is a genuine replica of a real 
thing. Secondly, the experience of 
Rialto in using an adobe as a 
monument is that you have a choice 
of allowing the (paying) public 
access to the adobe in which case it is 
reduced to rubble and grafitti in 
three years or you put a fence around 
the adobe and let the public view it 
through chain link barriers. If the 
people of Orange County want to see 
a genuine replica of a real thing, 
Disneyland or Knott’s could do it 
better. We don’t need to use our 
money on a misguided application of 
nostalgia. 

We recently went to Valley Forge 
and one of the major disappoint- 
ments in viewing the battle field of 
such importance to our country was 
that ruins which were real, were 
replaced by replicas which weren’t. 

With regards to Pete Laborde’s 
letter and Mundo Ponce’s reply or 
vice-versa. Pete has been complain- 
ing that he had been double dealt 
since 1972 (to my knowledge) and 
yet has never filed a claim, instituted 
a law suit, nor shown up for a 
meeting to defend his case. As 
Mayor, I did everything in my power 
to see that Pete got a fair hearing to 
no avail, he continually dodged the 
issue. 

I’m personally tired of reading 
about his alleged dealings with the 
City, but if that’s what the people 
want to read, I suggest you charge 
him the normal commercial rate 
because his letters aren’t news.

changes in the Employees Hand- 
book, one limiting rest breaks to 15 
minutes; requesting a written 
statement from the doctor after a 
three-day sick leave absence and 
others. 

The trustees turned down time 
and a half for Sunday as part of the 
regular 40-hour a week schedule and 
request for a new classification of 
Library Assistant II. 

The proposal for workman’s 
compensation, performance evalua- 
tion and holiday change were 
immediately granted by _ the 
trustees. 

The library board’s first offer to 
employees was a 7'/ per cent raise 
and $33.32 a month to each 
employee for dependent medical 
insurance and $6 a month dental 
program. 

The final offer, which the 
employees accepted was the 12'% 
per cent combined boost with no 
further medical and dental provi- 
sions. 

The big increase still leaves 
Placentia salaries below the county 
median, Harker pointed out. 
Methods used to determine this, 
members of the OCEA stated, are to 
poll all other libraries in the county 
regardless of size or any differences 
in job qualifications required in each 
employee category, between Pla- 
centia and other groups. 

Harker said that the raise would 
mean roughly a $75 a month 
increase to a $600 a month library 
clerk. 

A clerk’s salary will now range 
from $560 to $680 a month; clerk II 
from $633 to $771 a month; library 
assistant from $690 to $840; a 
librarian with a master’s degree 
from $820 to $998 and a Librarian II 
from $952 to $1160, Snow itemized. 

Snow said the wage increase will 
not necessitate seeking a hike in 
property taxes. The new implement 
will add $22,633 to the overall salary 
package of $109,660 expected to be 
included at the next budget session 
of the trustees. 
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The fourth member of the Library 
Board is Alfred Aguirre. Aguirre 
and president Michel were recently 
active in the city council election 
writing a letter mailed to voters, 
against one candidate, complaining 
about a variety of things including 
moneyur expended and _ poor 
judgement in use of _ funds. 


The fifth seat on the board is 
currently vacant.

the first time an attorney had ever 
asked for that kind of information 
and that he answers all requests 
when possible. Input did go through 
staff along regular channels, he 
added. 

Traub said that the statement in 
the letter about the police 
department having ‘no objection to 
the sale of beer and wine on the 
premises ‘‘was not a completely 
accurate quote. But he (Aguirre) 
might have inferred that from our 
conversation.”’ 

The planning staff headed by 
Director Arnold Hamala is recom- 
mending approval of the beer and 
wine license although previously 
staff, when the petition was made 
once before, had recommended 
denial. 

When asked what the difference 
was in circumstances, Hamala said 
that he saw no objections to the 
restaurant having a license for a six 
month trial period. 

Research on recommendation for 
the permit was originally done by 
assistant planner Barry Hogan, 
Hamala said, and former Director of 
Community Development Thomas 
Nelson, who recommended denial. 

This time, the research was by 
planner Joyce Rosenthal and 
Hamala and the recommendation is 
for approval, Hamala said. Asked if 
this was customary on this type of 
agenda item, Hamala said no, that 
usually the same researcher was 
kept so as not to duplicate work but 
that the reason for the change this 
time was work load. 

City Administrator Edwin Powell 
said that the hearing before the city 
council will probably be readver- 
tised and heard again because of 
the confusion at the end of the item. 


With Councilman Jack Gomez 
absent, the vote on the appeal of 
denial of the beer and wine permit 
by the planning commission was 2 to 
2, with Councilwoman Virginia 
Farmer and Mayor Pro Tem 
Rashford supporting the permit. 

An appeal by Mayor George De 


- Jesus to City Attorney Post was 


answered by Post: ‘‘I believe the fair 
thing to do when you get a close case 
like this and you have one member 
absent, is to put the matter on the 
agenda for the next meeting...in 
order to have the full council vote on 
it.” 

It was not explained how a 
councilman could vote on evidence 
he had not heard and Mayor De 
Jesus indicated he would seek a 
legal brief for further direction. 

Several people spoke against the 
permit including Suzanne Miller, 
president of the 370-member Senior 
Citizens Club and Mike Serna, an 
area business man who lives in 
Yorba Linda, spoke in favor of it.

When planning a good 
color flow for your home, 
it’s good to think about the 
relationship of one room to 
another.
